RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Lower  prices  on  steer  and  heifer  beef 
influenced  a  steady  to  50/  lower  trend  on  slaugh- 
ter steers  at  most  midwest  terminals.  Slaughter 
heifers  sold  steady  to  25/  lower  at  most  points. 
Cows  closed  50/-$1.00  higher,  prompted  by  a 
rather  small  supply  and  higher  prices  for  cow 
beef.  Stockers  and  feeders  were  rather  slow, 
steady  to  50/  lower,  instances  $1.00  off. 
Barrows  and  gilts  closed  generally  25-50/  lower; 
sows  steady  to  50/  lower.  Slaughter  lambs  were 
steady  to  50/  lower  at  most  terminals,  except 
strong  to  25/  higher  at  Sioux  City  and  St.  Paul. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steers  sold  generally  steady  to  50/  lower  at 
midwest  terminals  with  high-Good  and  Choice 
showing  the  least  decline.  Chicago  was  an  ex- 
ception with  prices  steady  to  25/  higher,  except 
Choice  and  Prime  over  1100#  steady  to  25/  lower. 
Heifers  closed  steady  to  25/  lower,  instances 
50/  off  at  Omaha  and  Sioux  Falls.  Cows  and 
bulls  were  50/-$1.00  higher.  This  two-way  trend 
reflected  a  continuing  draggy  dressed  trade  on 
steer  and  heifer  beef  at  lcwer  prices  while  cow 
beef  advanced  for  second  straight  week.  Vealers 
were  $1.00  higher  at  St.  Louis  and  St.  Paul. 
Although  total  receipts  at  the  12  markets  at 
202,000  head  were  5  percent  more  than  the  pre- 
vious week,  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  out  of 
first  hands  at  the  7  markets  were  little  changed. 
Good  and  Choice  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
comprised  the  bulk  of  the  receipts  at  most 
points.  Prime  made  up  15  percent  of  the  slaugh- 
ter steer  supply  at  Chicago,  compared  8  per- 
cent a  year  ago.  Slaughter  cows  and  bulls  were 
seasonally  small. 

Load  Prime  1282#  steers  brought  $28.25  in 
Chicago  where  several  loads  Prime  reached  $28.00. 
Prime  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  950-140C#  bulked 
at  $26.50-27.75.  Also,  in  Chicago  Choice  and 
Prime  1400-1600#  steers  $24.00-26.75  with  Choice 
1325-1650#  $23.50-25.00  in  Omaha.  At  markets 
other  than  Chicago  bulk  high-Choice  and  Prime 
1000-1350#  cashed  at  $25.75-26.75,  few  $27.00 
in  Indianapolis.  Over  the  area  bulk  Choice  900- 
1300#  steers  $24.00-25.50,  many  loads  reaching 
$26.50  in  Chicago;  Good  largely  $22.25-24.25; 
Standard  and  low-Good  $19.00-22.00.  Mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  850-1125#  heifers  $25.15-26.25; 
bulk  Choice  $24.00-25.00;  Good  $21.50-23.50. 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  largely  $16.00-17,50; 
Canner  and  Cutter  $14.00-16.50. 

STOCKER  AMD  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  from  the  10  markets  totaled  32,800  head, 
6  percent  mare  than  the  previous  week  and  20 
percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.  A  fairly 
large  percent  of  the  supplies  consisted  of 
yearling  stock  steers.  Good  to  average-Choice 
grades  predominated.  Only  a  very  moderate 


number  of  800-105O#  feeder  steers  was  marketed, 
these  principally  kinds  already  showing  the 
effects  of  some  grain  feeding.  Although  the 
imminence  of  a  new  grass  season  along  with  ample 
stockpiles  of  grain  feeds  encouraged  considera- 
ble interest  in  stockers  and  feeders,  buyers 
generally  were  bearishly  inclined.  As  a  result 
trade  was  rather  slow  at  prices  unevenly  steady 
to  50/  lower,  instances  $1.00  off.  At  Sioux 
City  prices  were  generally  50/-$1.00  lower. 

Scattered  shipments  Choice  525-650#  stock 
steers  brought  $28.00-30.00,  bulk  Good  and 
Choice  550-750#  $23.50-27.00.  Medium  and  low- 
Good  stockers  sold  from  $19.50-24.00.  Good  and 
Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers  bulked  at  $22.00- 
25.00,  few  750-825#  $25.25-25.75.  Very  few 
steers  over  900#  exceeded  $24.50  but  at  St.  Paul 
a  shipment  of  Good  and  Choice  923#  brought 
$25.00.  Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers  cashed 
from  $21.00-24.50,  load  Choice  545#  $25.75.  Few 
loads  Choice  and  Fancy  steer  calves  brought 
$31.50-33.00,  other  steer  calves  of  Good  and 
Choice  grades  $24.00-31.00.  Good  and  Choice 
heifer  calves  sold  chiefly  from  $22.00-28.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hog  receipts  at 
the  12  markets  numbered  around  297,000  or 
slightly  more  than  the  previous  week  but  31,000 
less  than  a  year  ago.  The  supply  continued  to 
be  made  up  mainly  of  mired  U.  S.  No.  1-3  190- 
260#  barrows  and  gilts  but  included  a  moderate 
volume  of  No.  2-3  270-30C#  offerings.  There 
was  a  rather  small  showing  of  butchers  under 
190#  as  well  as  over  300#.  Sows  made  up  5-10 
percent  at  the  various  markets.  Trading  gener- 
ally was  slow  most  of  the  week  and  despite  up- 
turns on  some  wholesale  pork  cuts,  prices  in 
the  live  trade  worked  lower.  The  decline  came 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  week  when  receipts 
were  moderately  increased  over  recently.  The 
continued  government  purchases  of  lard  helped 
to  bolster  the  market  for  hogs  weighing  270# 
and  heavier  and  the  price  spread  narrowed  some- 
what between  190-240#  offerings  and  the  270- 
300#  weights.  Barrows  and  gilts  closed  mostly 
25-50/  lower  with  sales  25-75/  off  at  Omaha. 
Sows  were  steady  to  50/  lcwer  except  at  Omaha 
where  prices  were  50/-$1.00  lower  mostly  75/ 
off. 

On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.  1-2,  180-240#  barrows 
and  gilts  brought  $17.75-18.50,  largely  $17.75- 
18.25.  Mixed  U.  S.  1-3  180-25 0#  made  up  the 
bulk  of  supply  and  sold  at  $17.25-18.00,  mostly 
$17.25-17.75.  Loadlots  U.  S.  2-3,  300-360# 
butchers  $16.50-17.00.  U.  S.  1-3,  270-60O# 
sows  sold  at  $14.75-16.75,  bulk  $15.00-16.50. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows 
and  gilts  was  83/  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
March  9  to  March  15,  1961  inclusive. 
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Prices  on  feeder  pigs  declined  25*  at 
Sioux  City  and  25-50*  at  St.   Paul.     Good  and 
Choice  130-160#  at  St. Paul  brought  $17.25-17.50 
vith  same  grades  140-160#  at  Sioux  City  $16.75- 
17.25. 

HOGS  -     In  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern 
Minnesota  area  receipts  totaled  367,000  head, 
5     percent  more  than  the  previous  week,   but 
about  1     percent  less  than  a  year  ago.     Barrows 
and  gilts  closed   25 *  to  mostly  50*  lower;     sows 
40-50*  lower,   and   comprised  4-5  percent  of  the 
total  receipts. 

At  the  close,  U.  S.   1-2,   200-240$  barrows 
and  gilts  and  including  some  190-200#  sold  at 
$17.00-17.50.     Bulk  of  supply  mixed  U.  S.   1-3 
$16.75-17.25.     D.  S.  1-3  270-400#  sows  $15.00- 
16.40,     400-550#  $13.75-15.65,   mostly  $14.00- 
15.25. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  of  sheep  and 
lambs  at  the  12  markets  totaled  105,000     head, 
33    percent  more  than  the  previous  week  and  19 
percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.     Woolen 
slaughter  lambs  predominated  in  the  supply  while 
arrivals  of  early  spring  slaughter  lambs  were 
noted  at  a  few  terminals.     The  price  upturns 
recorded  early  in  the  week  on  slaughter  lambs 
were  erased  on  late  rounds  and  prices  closed 
lower.     The  lower  prices  prevailed  despite  high- 
er wholesale  dressed  lamb  prices.     Slaughter 
lambs  closed  steady  to  50*  lower,  instances 
$1.00  off,  lambs  over  11C#  frequently  showing 
the  most  downturn.     Exceptions  to  the  lower 
trends  were  Omaha,  Sioux  City,   and  St.  Paul 
where  prices  were  strong  to  25 *  higher.  Slaugh- 
ter ewes  were  steady;     feeding  and  shearing 
lambs  steady,  aside  from  50*-75*  declines  at 
Denver.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Prices  for  steer  beef 
were  steady  to  $2.00  lower,  mostly  50$-1.00 
off j  cow  beef  steady  to  $2.50  higher,  with  most 
advance  at  Philadelphia;  veal  and  calf  $1.00- 
3.00  higher,  except  Baltimore,  steady  to  weak. 
Lamb  sold  steady  to  $4.50  higher,  mostly  $1.00- 
2.00  up  with  the  full  advance  at  Philadelphia 
for  Choice  and  Prime  55-65#  carcasses.  Pork 
loins  were  steady  to  $2.00  higher;  Boston  butts 
steady  to  $4.00  higher;  spareribs  steady  to 
$1.00  lower;  fresh  skinned  hams  steady  to  $3.00 
lower. 

Prices  for  kosher  dressed  steer  fore- 
quarters  were  unchanged,  but  ribs  closed  strong 
to  $2.00  higher;  arm  chucks  about  $1.00  higher 
and  briskets  $1.00-2.00  lower.  Kosher  lamb  sold 
about  $2.00  higher. 

Supplies  were  adequate  in  all  divisions. 
About  normal  receipts  of  beef  and  lamb  were 
supplemented  by  carryover  at  some  points;  veal 
and  calf  tonnage  was  about  normal,  and  pork 
moderate.  Trading  on  steer  beef  was  slow  under 
a  generally  poor  demand.  Ribs,  chucks  and  loins 
were  most  active  with  marked  improvement  for 
loins  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  Carcass 
sales  of  steer  beef  were  below  normal  and  out- 
lets for  hindquarters  and  rounds  narrow.  Some 
steer  beef  will  be  carried,  but  cow  beef  turn- 
over was  best  in  several  weeks  with  early  clear- 
ance. Veal  and  calf  trading  was  quite  active 
under  the  influence  of  reduced  shipments  and 
a  good  demand.  Demand  for  lamb  was  mostly  fair 
and  activity  at  New  Tork  and  Philadelphia  much 
improved  this  week  as  chain  buyers  were  ag- 
gressive mainly  on  closing  sessions.  Pork 
loins  and  Boston  butts  met  prompt  outlets,  but 
loins  were  slow  after  midweek  at  New  York  and 
closed  weak  at  that  point.  Demand  for  spare- 
ribs  was  spotty  while  demand  for  fresh  skinned 
hams  was  not  as  good  as  recently,  particularly 
to  processing  accounts. 

CHICAGO  -  All  classes  of  fresh  meats  were 
in  moderate  supply.  Good  and  Choice  grades 
comprised  the  bulk  of  the  beef  supply  with  most 
lamb  carcasses  in  the  50-65#  weight  range. 
Carcass  beef  trade  was  slow  with  primal  cuts 
accounting  for  the  bulk  of  the  tonnage  sold. 
Beef  ribs  and  loins  met  good  daily  clearance 
with  arm  and  square  cut  chucks  and  rounds 
generally  slow.  Veal  followed  a  higher  trend 
for  the  second  straight  week  with  all  grades 
in  fair  demand.  Lamb  trade  was  only  moderately 
active,  but  continually  higher  replacement  cost 
forced  selling  prices  higher.  Outlets  were 
fair  for  all  primal  lamb  cuts  except  ribs,  which 
were  hard  to  sell.  Boston  butts  moved  freely 
into  all  channels  with  demand  fair  for  pork 
loins  but  spareribs  were  slow. 

Steer  and  heifer  beef  closed  weak;  veal 
$1.00-2.00  higher  and  lamb  $1.00-1.50  higher.

Trading  on  scoured  and  greasy  pulled  wools 
was  generally  slow,  although  some  interests  were 
active  in  all  grades  at  steady  to  strong  prices. 
Trading  for  greasy  domestic  combing  wools  was  slow 
with  approximately  three  cars  sold  at  steady  prices. 
Trading  for  scoured  shorn  wools  and  noils  was  slow 
with  prices  about  steady. 

Interest  in  the  territory  States  was  centered 
on  Artesia,  New  Mexico  where  approximately  250,000# 
of  bulk  fine  wool  were  sold,  although  occasional 
sales  were  made  in  California.  A  fair  to  good  weight 
of  original  bag  12  months  wool  and  a  smaller  quantity 
of  lambs  wool  sold  in  Texas  while  little  was  done  in 
the  fleece  wool  States. 

Japan  was  buying  heavily  in  Australia  with 
Continental  interests  supporting  as  prices  held 
steady  to  strong  according  to  cabled  reports  at 
midweek.  The  Cape  markets  were  very  firm  under 
keen  competition  while  at  the  Wanganui,  New  Zealand 
sale  "B"  style  wools  were  slightly  higher  and  "BC" 
style  wools  two  pence  lower  with  general  competition. 
There  was  some  interest  in  Buenos  Aires  earpet  wools 
while  the  Montevideo  market  continued  veiy  slow.

A  small  lot  of 
bulk  half-blood  with  some  fine  wool  sold  in  Montana 
at  35*-36g-*  grease  basis  to  the  grower  while  bulk 
fine  and  half-blood  Wyoming  wool  brought  $1.05-1.07 
clean  basis,  delivered  Boston.  Grease  prices  for 
other  fine  and  half-blood  wools  ranged  mostly  from 
35* -40*  to  the  growers  with  heavy  shrinking  down  to 
31*.  Bulk  half-blood  wool  in  original  bags  sold 
in  Utah  at  43*  grease  basis  to  the  growers.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  FEBRUARY  28,  1961 


The  net-in-movement  of  red  meat  stocks  to  warehouses  during  February  totaled  34 
million  pounds.  This  was  14  million  more  than  the  corresponding  movement  a  year 
earlier  and  5  million  more  than  average.  Warehouse  holdings  of  red  meats  on  March  1 
were  481  million  pounds.  This  was  the  second  smallest  quantity  recorded  in  storage 
for  the  date.  Beef  stocks  were  reduced  8  million  pounds  during  February.  By  March  1, 
they  totaled  149  million  pounds.  These  stocks  were  20  percent  below  holdings  on  the 
date  last  year  and  15  percent  below  the  average  warehouse  holdings.  Net  increase  in 
pork  stocks  during  February  totaled  39  million  which  is  also  the  average  and  compares 
with  a  31  million  pound  net  increase  last  year  during  the  month.  The  increase  during 
February  brought  March  1  stocks  to  240  million  pounds-second  smallest  quantity  re- 
corded in  storage  for  the  date.  The  smallest  quantity  recorded  in  storage  on  March  1 
was  228  million  pounds  in  1958.  On  March  1,  1960,  stocks  totaled  343  million  pounds. 
All  frozen  pork  items  increased  during  February;  frozen  picnics  were  up  28  percent; 
frozen  ham  32  percent;  and  frozen  bellies,  38  percent.

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PIG  CROP  REPORT  -  MARCH  1961 

SPRING  SOWS  IN  10  STATES  UP  8  PERCENT ;  The  number  of  sows  farrowed  and  intended  to 
farrow  in  the  spring  of  1961  (December  through  May)  for  10  of  the  Corn  Belt  States  at 
5,524,000  head  is  8  percent  more  than  the  same  period  in  1960  but  9  percent  below  the 
1950-59  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  All  10  States  (Ohio,  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas) 
show  an  increase  in  spring  farrowings  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  The  increases 
range  from  3  percent  in  Wisconsin  to  23  percent  in  Nebraska.  An  increase  of  20  per- 
cent is  indicated  for  Kansas,  17  percent  in  South  Dakota,  8  percent  in  Minnesota, 
Missouri,  and  Ohio,  7  percent  in  Iowa  and  Indiana,  and  4  percent  in  Illinois.  The 
March  1  survey  shows  an  increase  of  2  percent  (98,000  head)  from  the  spring  farrowing 
intentions  reported  for  these  States  as  of  December  1,  1960.  The  10  States  included 
in  this  report  accounted  for  75  percent  of  the  1960  United  States  pig  crop. 

DECEMBER -FEBRUARY  FARROWINGS  UP  8  PERCENT;   Sows  farrowed  in  the  10  States  during 
December,  January,  and  February  totaled  1,831,000  head,  8  percent  more  than  during 
the  same  period  a  year  earlier  and  28  percent  more  than  average.  These  farrowings 
represent  33  percent  of  the  December-May  expected  total,  the  same  as  a  year  earlier. 
The  10-year  average  is  23  percent.  On  December  1,  1960  farmers  intended  to  increase 
December -February  farrowings  8  percent,  the  same  increase  as  is  now  reported  for 
this  period.  The  number  of  sows  farrowed  in  December  was  up  slightly  compared  with  a 
year  earlier,  but  most  of  the  increase  in  December -February  farrowings  occurred  in 
January  and  February. 

MARCH-MA?  INTENDED  FARROWINGS  UP  8  PERCENT  t   Sows  bred  and  intended  for  farrowing  in 
March,  April,  and  May  this  year  in  the  10  States  total  3,693,000  head,  8  percent  more 
than  a  year  earlier  but  21  percent  below  average.  Increases  from  a  year  earlier  were 
indicated  by  all  10  States  ranging  from  2  percent  in  Wisconsin  to  29  percent  in 
Kansas.  The  March  1  intentions  for  these  months  are  3  percent  or  97,000  head  greater 
than  the  intentions  reported  in  December. 

JUNE-AUGUST  INTENTIONS  UP  5  PERCENT:  Reported  breeding  intentions  indicate  2,387,000 
sows  to  farrow  during  the  1961  summer  quarter  (June  through  August)  for  the  10  States. 
This  is  an  increase  of  5  percent  or  116,000  sows  from  the  2,271,000  that  farrowed 
during  the  same  period  in  1960  and  is  19  percent  above  the  June-August  10-year  average, 
Seven  of  the  10  States  indicate  an  increase  in  farrowings  for  this  quarter.  Intended 
increases  are  20  percent  in  Kansas,   19  percent  in  South  Dakota,  10  percent  in  Iowa 
and  Nebraska,  5  percent  in  Missouri,  4  percent  in  Ohio,  3  percent  in  Indiana, 
while  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota  show  no  change. 

ALL  HOGS  AND  PIGS  IN  10  STATES  UP  4  PERCENT t  The  number  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  on 
March  1,  1961  in  the  10  States  totaled  40,790,000  head.  This  was  4  percent  larger 
than  the  39,318,000  head  a  year  earlier,  with  8  of  the  10  States  showing  increases, 
one  State  unchanged,  and  one  with  fewer  hogs.  Hogs  and  pigs  6  months  old  and  over 
totaled  13,512,000  head,  3  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  under  6  months  of  age  in  the  10  States  was  8  percent 
larger  than  on  March  1,  1960.  There  was  a  9  percent  increase  in  the  number  under  3 
months  of  age  and  a  6  percent  increase  in  the  3-6  month  age  group.  Indications  point 
to  about  the  same  number  of  pigs  saved  per  litter  for  the  December-February  period  as 
a  year  earlier.  The  12,951,000  pigs  under  3  months  of  age  in  the  10  States  accounted 
for  32  percent  of  all  hogs  and  the  14,327,000  head  in  the  3-6  month  age  group  repre- 
sented 35  percent  of  the  total.
